SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
For  the  Year  ended  31st  December^  1957 


I have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  eighth  Annual 
Report,  which  summarises  the  reports  placed  before  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee. 

HOUSING 

89  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  187  during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  103  statutory  notices  were  served. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITARY  WORK 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary 
supervision  of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints 
relating  to  them  and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old 
drainage.  During  the  year  129  new  drains  were  tested  before 
being  filled  in. 

545  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  blocked 
drains.  These  were  dealt  with  immediately  by  a Council  en^loyee 
as  part  of  the  Health  Department  Service . 

14  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  and  2 
Inspection  Chambers  repaired  and  re-constructed  following 
examinations  as  a result  of  complaint  or  for  other  reasons.
